-Men should be 
uniform in'?«very appearance, and 'should 
be si/;ed in rank.

The most important drill now is the load- 


ing and firing. Let that be done in squads 
and see that the rear rank men attend.

Governofs_Message, 


SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES : 
' 


At tho close of the last amiiml session 


of the legislature, to meet a, sudden emer- 
gency, an iict was passed authorizing .me 
to respond to the call of the President of 
tlie United States for "aid in maintaining 
the Union and tbe.supremacy of the laws, 
or to suppress rebellion or insurrection, or 
to repel invasion within the United States;", 
and I was authorized, and it was made my 
duty to take such measures as in my judg- 
ment should provide in the speediest and 
most efficient manner, for responding to 
such a call; and to this cud I was author- 
ized to accept the Mrvices of volunteers 
for active service, to bo enrolled into .com- 
panies of not less than seventy-five men 
each, rank and file, and in regiments of ten 
companies each. I was also authorized to 
provide for uniforming and equipping such 
companies as were not provided with uni- 
forms and equipments. 


_ The first call of the President for imme- 


diate active service, was for one regiment 
of men. 


My proclamation, issued immediately af- 


ter the passage of the act of the legisla- 
ture, was answered within less than ten 
days, by companies enough, each contain- 
ing the requisite number of men, to make 
up at least five regiments instead one. I 
then issued another proclamation annonc' 
ing the offers that had been made, and ad- 
vising that hereafter companies might be 
enrolled to stand as minute men, ready to 
answer further calls, as they might be made, 
but without axpe'nse to the state, excapt as 
they were mustered into service. In less 
than one month from the date of .my first 
proclamation, at least five thousand men, 
either as individuals or in enrolled compa- 
nies, have offered their services for tho war, 
and all appear anxious for active service in 
the field. 


In providing for the first regiment, em- 


barrassments have resulted from the fact 
that there has never been an efficient mili- 
tary organization in this state—no system 
or discipline. The men who had seen ac- 
tive field service were very few, or were al- 
most entirely unknown ; and the order and 
manner of equipping and uniforming and 
arming spjdiers and officers for rugged war 
were mysterious, the solution of which 
could only be found by an actual experi- 
ment. 


So the expenses incurred iti preparing 


the first regiment have been greater, to 
some extent, than they otherwise would 
have been or than they will hereafter be. 


The spirit evoked by the rebellion against 


the government of the United States is 
such as has never before been manifested 
since its organization. 
The people under- 


stand that it is their government that is as- 
sailed, and everywhere throughout the 
north, they are rising up to rebuke the trea 
son so rifa in some portions of the land. 


The deepening and widening dangers 


that threaten our institutions, and the pres- 
sure of public opinion from all parts or' the 
state, with the growing certainty, that furth- 
er call would be made upon the state, forced 
mo to form another camp, and to bring to- 
gether another set of men, and to authorize 
a number of isolated companies, which had 
volunteered, to remain together, and to 
learn, so far as was possible without suita- 
ble arms, the discipline and drilling neces- 
sary for men going into actual war. It is a 
matter of public necessity and safety, not 
only for the state, but for the government, 
that an outlet be found for the spirit that is 
abroad among the liberty-loving people of 
the land. The spirit is driving them to ac- 
tion, and if the government does not or will 
not permit them to act for it, they will act 
for themselves. It is better that the state 
or federal government should direct this 
movement than suffer it to run wildly.— 
There is a moral element and a reasoning 
element in this uprising that cannot be con- 
trolled in the ordinary manner. There is a 
conviction of great wrongs to be redressed, 
and that the government, which is in dan- 
ger, is to be preserved by the willing hearts 
and strong hands of those to whom it be- 
longs. 
This current of popular feeling 


must be controlled and directed or there 
will come of it something more than a war 
to put down rebellion ; it will become a war 
between the border states and those whose 
interests are connected with the border 
states, and in such a war the government 
might be lost sight of for the time being. 
If it was absolutely certain that the 73,000 
troops first called for, would wipe out the 
rebellion in three weeks from to-day, it 
would still be the best policy of the govern- 
ment and for its best interests, in view of 
what ought to be the future of this great 
nation, to call into the field, as fast as they 
could be armed, at least three hundred 
thousand men. 


The majesty and power of this govern- 


ment, if it has either, should be manifested 
now, so that the world may see it, and so 
that for all future time in its history, »the 
idea of secession and rebellion shall be an 
idea of the past. When the people see that 
their uprising has put down the rebellion, 
they will be satisfied, and not before. . 


The difficulties of the present crisis are 


growing greater and more extreme every 
day. Broad and more extended fields are 
constantly opened by the threatened atti- 
tude of new states, forced by treachery or 
by armed mobs dignified by the name of 
rebels, into secession. One state after an- 
other, willing or unwilling, has been or is 
now being placed in attitude of hostility to 
federal authority, until with one more sece- 
ding state, there will be fifteen hundred 
miles of contiguous territory standing in 
most wicked, warlike antagonism. 


It is a most startling consideration that 


the people of the United States should be 
at war with each other, and that the gov- 
ernment should be forced to the terrible ne- 
cessity of maintaining its authority against 
internal dissansions, by force of arms. The 
settled design to overthrow our system, so 
wisely. designed, complicated yet simple, 
yet completest for working out the greatest 
good of all men under it, is so strange, un- 
accountable, causeless, inexcusable, that 
war had actually begun, and that an attack 
on public property had actually been made, 
before the law abiding people of the country 
could be brought to realize that danger 
isted. We had noticed for a long time 
parent preparations for mischief, and ha'd 
heard threats of a hostile disposition in one 
portion of the country against another por- 
tion, but eighty years of growth and pros- 
perity had so fastened upon the minds of 
the people the idea of permanency and 
strength, that it was impossible to conceive 
of a serious and deliberate attempt to de- 
stroy the Union. 


The feeble colonies of revolutionary days 


had grown into great states, many of which 
in population equalled, and in wealth ex- 
ceeded the population and wealth of the 
whole thirteen at the close of our first struggle. 
An increase in population from about three 
to thirty-three millions of men, women and 
children, and an increase in wealth of thou- 
sands upon thousands of millions of dol- 
lars, should be our sufficient warrant, for 
assuming that the government under which 
we have lived, and under which our fathers 
lived, and under which the posterity of this 
great people ought to live in peace, was, and 
is_of some value, and that it ought not for 
slight causes to be disturbed. 


The election of a man to the presidency 


of the United States, according to the usu- 
al mode, strictly in conformity with the 
constitution of the United States, without 
force or violence, is the pretext upon which 
what is called secession is now attempted. 
Just as all presidents but one have been 


elected to the highest executive office on 
this continent, so Abraham"-, Lincoln was 
elected president of the United States.— 
There is no pretence anywhere that.thc elec- 
tion was not legal and constitutional. His 
installation, however, was .the o'ccasion of 
resistance to the constituted authorities, and 
state after state has been madly precipita- 
ted into a revolution. To maka more le- 
•vere the trials of the country in this exi- 
gency, some high in position as cabinet 
ministers, and 'as administrative officers, 
had been covertly and treacherously using 
the whole power intrusted to them, to de- 
stroy the force and efficiency of the machin- 
ery of the- government. On the 4th of 
March last, the now presidential incumbent 
found the treasury of the nation empty,'and 
its-credit exhausted j its army scattered in 
small bands to extreme points, so that it 
coald not be concentrated within any rea- 
sonable time ; its ships dismantled and dis- 
abled, or in foreign and far distant ports, 
and its arms doubly secured by being de- 
posited in .the willing hands of'traitors, and 
every diurnal revolution brought fresh anxi- 
eties, as the treachery and faithlessness of 
a multitude of civil, military and naval offi- 
cers became manifest. 
The. very .magni- 


tude of the crimes that have been commit- 
ted aguinst the government, appalled the 
stoutest, and the stealing of moneys from 
the public treasury, and plunder of arms 
from the arsenals, and other public crimes, 
were so majestic and imposing in their ex- 
tent, that by their side, the dignity and lus- 
tre of the boldest conspiracies and robber- 
ies of which history makes record are dim 
and shadowy in their littleness and mean- 
ness. 


It is easy to conceive, at such a time, and 


under such embarrassments as those, how 
much labor must have been performed to 
bring ^back the government even to the 
point it has now reached, and it is also 
clearly to be perceived how; much the states 
themselves must bs relied upon to furuish 
efficient aid to restore the country to health 
and strength and prosperity. The federal 
government, being theoretically one of law 
and not of force, cannot act with that ce- 
lerity incident to a despotic one, whose 
strength ia in" great armies, ready at the 
trumpet's call to engage inconflict. It must 
work slowly, but it will move with power. 
We must approve of whatever it has done 
and be prepared for further exhibitions of 
energy, such as the public exigencies may 
demand. But the states must be prepared 
to aid the government by supplies of men, 
and if necessary by the loan of means.— 
Each state can muster its quota of soldiers 
quicker than the government can muster 
the quota of each state, and so each state 
can arm and uniform and equip its quota 
quicker thau the government can arm, 
equip and uniform them all. 


There .is necessity of giving immediate 


attention to the country directly contiguous 
to the line between the law-abiding and se- 
ceding states, and those fhat still may be 
forced, into secession. The Union men of 


ry purposes, and how far she "will, make her military 
forces useful and e fficiout by putting them in tho shapa 
of regiments into cauip to bo drilled, inured to the hnrd- 
ahips of the soldier's, life, ana made sfcillful In tho use 
of arms, before being-called upon to face experienced 
armies in battle.

In my Judgment, at least six rcgimeuts of saMiera 


ought to be pntinto cftmn to learn soldier's duties, in 
addition to the one first called forr They should bo 
armed, uniformed and. equipped by the Estate now, and 
when mustered into the service of. the United States 
their arms,; uniforms and equipments accounted tor to 
the state by the national government.

In revolutionary days the men who fought our bat- 


tl;les, the men who deliberated and who made or laid 
the foundation for making our institutions, put at haz- 
ard, life, fortune and honor, counting all.these of little 
value by the side of the great end and object to be at- 
tained—civil and religious liberty. - lUouey is a small 
price to pay for. these, and ho who will not.to-day aidin 
maintaining this government by every poswiblo means, 
is no patriot, and has no right cither for hia person or 
property, to claim the protection of the laws. Tho value 
of the property of "Wisconsin is two hundred millions of 
dollars at least. Whatman having two hundred dol- 
lars will refiiso to spend two dollars out of that sum, 
that he may quietly, in .his own right, enjoy tho other 
one hundred and ninety-eight ? 


The time for deliberation must givo way to the time 


of action. The constitution of the United States must 
he sustained in all its first intent and wholeness. '.The 
right of tho people of every state to RO into every other 
state and engage in any lawful pursuit, without unlaw- 
ful Interference or meiestation; the freedom of speech 
and of the press; the right of trial by'jury: security 
from unjustifiable seizure of person or papers, and all 
constitutional privileges and immunities, must receive 
new guarantees »f safety from tar-and-feathers, and hal- 
ters and mobs. There can bo no more compromises, no 
settlements, no treating with rebels, no concessions; 
nothing now but absolute submission to the power and 
Jurisdiction and authority of the government of the 
United States. 


The people will never consent to any cessation of the 


war, forced so wickedly upon us, until tho traitors are 
hung or driven into ignominious exile. This war be- 
gan where Charleston is; it should end whore Charles- 
tori was. 
Tho Supreme Euler can but smile upon tile 


efforts of the law loving, government lovinjr. liberty lov- 
ing peoplo of this land, in resisting tho disruption of 
this Union. These gathering armies nre tho instru- 
ments of His vengeance, to execute His just judgments; 
they are his Ill's flails wherewith on God's great south- 
ern threshing floor He will pound rebellion for its sins

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the seceding states and particularly of the 
border states must in some way be sustain- 
ed. The fierceness of this wicked rebellion 
is to exhibit itself through the last named 
sections of country more than any where 
else, yet on the law and government side of 
the line of division there is less preparation 
for defence than almost any where else.— 
From Pittsburg and Cincinnati to the 
mouth of the Ohio on the northern side of 
the river, the country is almost entirely de- 
fenceless against the armed enemy. At the 
present time Cincinnati and numerous 
smaller towns on the river could be utterly 
destroyed and the contiguous country laid 
waste without the means of resistance. It 
is matter of absolute necessity not only for 
the north border states but for the north- 
western states to bo able to control the bu- 
siness and commerce of the Ohio river, and 
the Upper Mississippi, in order to reach a 
vital part of this rebellion. They must be 
able to cut off from the seceding states all 
supplies of breadstuffs, and also to stop the 


ex- 
ap- 


transit and transportation of arms or muni- 
tions of war. An enemy to our common 
government cannot be permitted to hold an 
important point like Cairo. 
The Mississip- 


pi and Ohio rivers must be kept at all times 
open to the legitimate and honest commerce 
and business of the northwest. St. Louis 
must be strengthened in the hands of the 
Union men of Missouri, not only because 
it is^ just that it should be so, but because 
the interests of the free territories west and 
uorthwest of that city, demand it. The vast 
lumber and mineral interests of Wisconsin, 
independent of her commanding produce 
and stock trade, bind her fast to the north 
border and northwestern states, and Je- 
mand, like them, the free navigation of the 
Mississippi, and all its tributaries, from 
their highest navigable waters to their 
mouths. 


The necessities I have named being grant- 


ed, we must look to the means to do what 
ought to be done in the least possible time. 
It nueds men, arms, and munitions of war. 
One hundred and sixty thousand men, if it 
were necessary, could be enrolled in a few 
weeks for such purposes, and among the 
swarming millions of the border and'north- 
western states there is but one pulse beating 
to-day, and but one purpose; to hold up the 
hands—not of Abraham Lincoln—but of 
the President of the United States ; tnaiu- 
tain the integrity of,the government, and to 
aid in executing the laws in every state 
alike. The northwest needs a better mili- 
tary organization, and a military head, un-) 
der federal control, to which these states 
can look_for orders, and to which they can 
communicate their necessities without te- 
dious and mischievous delays. 


I know full well that the federal govern- 


ment -will act for the west and the border 
states just as fast as it seems to see a ne- 
cessity. 
"We can see a necessity for action 


now, not only for the safety of the general 
government, but for the safetyof the Union 
mon of the south border states, and of the 
northern border states, and also for our 
own interests in the way of our large trade 
and commerce upon the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. The common interests of all 
the northwest must have a common protec- 
tion, and in crushing out this wicked rebel- 
lion, the north-western states must make 
common cause with the federal government. 


The border and northwestern states cannot wait to 


see their towns and cities upon navigable streams, sack- 
ed and burned, and the continguoua country wasted, 
ant] then content themselves simply with retaliation — 
They must be supplied with the means of preventing 
disasters of the kind. 
. 


These states cannot bo satisfied with small call alter 


small call of raw troops to be put into tho field as soon 
as mustered, without discipline or drilling, or a knowl- 
edge of tho use of arms. They would not ke soldiers, 
but simply murks for the enemy to shoot at. Men must 
understand the use of arms to bo efficient soldiers eith- 
er in defending.our state.? or in aid of tho government. 
They cannot well learn the use of arms until they get 
them. 
. 


There should be an authority to put more men into 


the field, and there must be arms furnished for the men. 
Soldiers ought to go into camp and learn the use of 
weapons and the duties of soldiers. If the government 
cannot at oncei furnish arms, the state must de it, and 
wait upon the government. The states should bo pre- 
paring their aid, both in mrnising men and providing 
arras, so that when mustered into service thearmymay 
be efficient; 


Illinois has but a trifle over double the population of 


Wisconsin, and the call for six regiments from Illinois 
and one from Wisconsin is so disproportionate as to ex- 
cite extreme dissatisfaction. Companies enough for 
five regiments, almost, are enrolled and drilling with- 
out arms, and two regiments partly armed with differ- 
ent weapons are in camp. "We need for tho protection 
and use and benefit of our own'citizcn soldiery, aims 
now, war or no war. 
It is as yet impossible to ascer- 


tain to what extent the states, particularly this state, 
will be called upon to furnish forces, or to what extent 
the forces called for must be armed, equipped and uni- 
formed for cervice. The people of tho state and of all 
the states, are anxious to know what and how much is 
expected from them, and are ready to respond 
While 


the details of the policy of the administration should 
not be made public, information of thegenoralpurposes 
of the government should be lodged somewhere in each 
of the loyal states, so that there can be an authoritative 
assurance of what is intended and expected. In the 
absence of such information, the judgment of the legis- 
lature must determine for Wisconsin what aid she can 
afford to extend to the federal government in the way 
of regiments of men, and in the way of arming and 
equipping and uniforming her own citizens, for niilita- 
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Last Night's Report. 


WHEELING, May 15. 


The convention assembled at 9 o'clock. 
Mr. Carlisle's resolution being in order, 


Mr. Carlisle moved an amendment by add- 
ing that.the committee be instructed to sub- 
mit an ordinance, suggested in his resolu- 
tion of last night, to the people on the 23d 
of May. 


Mr. Willey continued "his remarks from 


yesterday, opposing the organization of a 
provincial government. 


_ Mr. Paul spoke at length, favoring pro- 
vincial government over the entire state. 
There was no longer a state government. 
The governor and authorities had usurped 
the power. We are in a state of anarchy. 


Mr. Carlisle accepted the proposition. 
A motion was made to go into secret ses- 


sion, but was withdrawn. 


Mr. Pierpont, of Mat-tin, made a lengthy 


speech in opposition to the resolution. 


Mr. Paul offered an amendment to Car- 


lisle's resolution, instructing the committee 
not to report an ordinance of secession from 
the state, but in favor of the counties of 
Western Virginia voting for state officers to 
fill the places of those now nominally in of- 
6ce. 


Mr. Carlisle accepted the amendment, and 


further amended that if the ordinance of 
secession passed at the Richmond conven- 
tion be ratified on the 23d, this convention 
bo called at an early day in June to talce 
further action as may be deemed necessary. 


On motion of Mr. Lamb the committee 


to report with these additional propositions 
was recommended, and the convantion ad- 
journed till 7 o'clock. 


EVEIfINO SESSION. 


WHEELING, May 15. 


The committee on federal and state rela- 


tions reported the supplementary report 
previously reported. 
In addition they rec- 


ommend the appointment of a central com- 
mittee, empowered to- either order the re-as- 
sembling of this convention or a. new one, 
at such a time as they may deem necessary 
prior to the general convention on the llth 
of June. 


The resolutions hope for peace, deprecate 


the sending of confederate troops into west- 
ern Virginia, and recommend the appoint- 
ment.of a committee of five from each coun- 
ty, to co operate with the central eommit- 
.tee. 
: 


Mr. Paulsey moved the report be laid on 


the table and printed. 


General Jackson urged action, as many 


of the members found it necessary to return 
home. 


Mr. Carlisle said he saw in the appoint- 


ment of a central committee the germ of a 
realization of all the members had hoped 
for in regard to the formation of new Vir- 
ginia. He was satisfied that this report 
went as far as the convention ever would 
go, and was willing to acquiesce, if it was 
agreeable to those who acted with the gov- 
ernment. 
The report was adopted almost 


unanimously. 


. The following committee was appointed ; 
John S. Carlisle, of Harrison county : C. 
D. Hubbard, J. S. Wheat, Winslow Wilaon, 
S. H. Woodward, and James W. Paxton, 
of Warren ; Campbell Parr of Brooke ; and 
Seorge P. Latham, of Taylor. Brief and 
effective speeches were then made by Gen'l 
Jackson, Carlisle, Pierpont, Willey, Brown, 
Moss, and others. The " Star Spangled 
Banner" was then sung and prayer offered, 
and the convention adjourned sine die.— 
Most of the members leave to-night for 
their respective homes. 


HARBISEUBO, May 15. 


Col. Anderson arrived here this after- 


noon. He remained but a few minutes. 


A large number of the members of the 


legislature, Gov. Curtiu and others were 
present, and a large concourse of people 
and military coumpanies from Camp Cur- 
tin. 
• 


The Colonel was greeted with loud cheer- 


ing. He stated to Gov. Curtin that Jobn 
C. Breckinridge would join him at Cincin- 
nati and take a command under him. This 
announcement created a profound and grat- 
ifying sensation, among all classes.
